A new automobile parking lamp, 
which many machine owners have 
recently adopted for purposes of 
economy, was declared today by 
Chief of Police O’Brien not to con- 
form to the city ordinance or the 
State law, and persons possessing 
them were warned to use their regu- 
lar lights. 

The lamp, a small one, is fixed 
on the top of the left front fender.

Spencer be construed as anything 
else than what they were, a casual 
expression of his well-known views
